ARRAIGNMENT
OF SAMPSON

Chaplaia Mclatire Makes a Fearless
Denunciation of the Admiral--Also
Attacks “Fighting Bob"” Evans.

Dexver, Colo., Aog. 9.—In a lecture
delivered here, Chap]aiﬁ McIntyre, of
the baltle-ship Oregon, spoke as follows
of Admiral Sampson’s report of the
battle with Cervera’s fleet:

‘‘Sampeon reported himeell within
four miles of the Cristobal Colon when
she pulied down her flags. He did not
get a share of the prize money, for the
ship must be within fonr miles to share
in the money. BSampeon will therefore
get 210,000 of the prize money, while
Qaptain Clark, who fought with the
Oregon as never 8 man fought with a
ship belore, will get only $500, and you
who have had just exactlyas mueh to do
with the battle as Sampson will not get
a cent."”

MecIntyre further said that when the
Spanish ships ran out of the harbor
the Iowa was within two miles
of them and the Oregon about three
miles. The Oregon, he eaid, tore up to
the front like a ehot and met the lowa
moviog to the rear, where, he added,
Eyane kept her throughoot the battle.
The chaplain effered no explanation of
this alleged maneuver of the Iowa.
Melntyre boldly stated that the resson
eastern-made ships did not eome up to
expectations wae that the contractors
who made them got the contracts
throngh political pulls, and did not care
how much they cheated the government.

WILL GIVE UP
THE PRISONERS

This Offer on the Part of the United
States Received Only a Brief Ac-
knowledgment from the Spanish
Government.

New Yorx, Aog. 9,—A special to the
Tribune from Washington says:

The United States has magnanimonsly
offered to parole the 1,300 Bpanish naval
prisoners taken st the destroction of
Admiral Oervera’s fleet, whenever 8pain
is ready to repatriate them. With the
exception of the officers, who are en-
joying American hospitality within the

[limim of Annapolis, the bulk of these
prizoners are confined to the naval sta-
tion at Portemouth, where thev have
the liberty of a large, picturezque 1sland
and are comfortably quartered snd fed
in temporary buildings erected for their
usze. The offer of this government was
made regardlesa of the approaching cal-
mination of peace nogoliations and
simply with a view of sending a larger
number of national goests, who had
considerably overstayed thelr welcome
and become baordensome upon the host.

These Spaniards have soffered ecarce-
Iy any of the restraints nsually imposed
upon prisoners of ‘'war, bnt have been
cared for aa tenderly as though they
were Americans..

DETERMINED T0
CAPTURE MANILA

lnsurgeats Renew Their Efforts—Panic
Inside the Walls—Spanish Loss
Estimated at 1o0.

Maxtra, Ang, 8, via Hong Kong, Aung.
10.—The insurgente, thinking that peace
will be concluded between the United
States and Spain, acd that the Ameri-
cans will withdraw- from the Philip-
pines, are the more strennons in their
desires and efforts to captare Miller.

Sunday night there was a heavy bom-
bardment with heavy modern shells.
It iz generally believed in the city that
the Americans assisted and the papers
publish lists of Americans alleged to
have been killed.

There 12 also a report Lhat hall the
Americans have succombed to fever,and
this misstatement, with others like it,
encourages the Spaniards to maintain
their resistance.

On Sonday many shote entered the
town. Several reached the ciiadel
iteelf and it is reported that some ladies
were killed. There wae a frightfal
panic inside the walls, women and chil-
dren ehrieking in their terror the whaole
night throngh. :

The insurgents showered large and
small ghote with snch good aim that the
garrison believed the whole American
army and fleet were concentrating their
fire. Many Spanish had previonsly re-
solved to cease fighting the moment the
Americans began, but the insurgents
have subeided and the forts have been
reinforead from the barracks. There
has been little fighting 1n other direc-
tione. The total Spanish losses are
probably 100, but many honses have
been seriously damaged.
